Response to Amendment 



1 . Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn.

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States.

3. Claims fare rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Papadopouloes et al U.S. Patent Number 5,594,720. 

Re Claim 1, Papadopouloes etal teaches in fig. 11. a a RF Interface 1120 
connected to Processor 1 125 (application module) wherein the connector is the 
connection between the units; fig. 6. teaches base station 601 communicating signals 
to receiver station 61 1 (See abstract) wherein the fig. 7 teaches the frame format that 
provides separate channel in each direction (710, 715) of at least one information 
channel (bearer channel) (See col. 7, lines 45-65). 

Re Claims 2, 3, refer to Claim 1 , wherein car or mobile telephone (computer 
analog) access digital time slots. 

Re Claims 4, 5, 7, 8, 11, 12, 15, refer to Claim 1, wherein the Processor 1125 
control access to the mobile unit for voice communication (analog device) wherein RF

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interfere is connected (a connector) to antenna for transmitting/connecting signal to 
mobile unit. 

Re Claims 6, 9, 13, 16 refer to Claim 1, wherein fig. 6 includes control signaling 
channels 705 707. 

Re Claims 10, 14, fig. 6 teaches plurality of slots up and down.

U.S. Patent Number 6081716 teaches a wireless PBX.
